Previous to this, there were 
several repeated "door knobbed " perceptions of a 
light green cylindrical apparatus, out of which 
sticks one or more shiny silver "rods" (see 
sketches, pages 2 & 3). 

d. A Stage 6 timeline (see page 12) indicated that the 
time of the event would be approximately 24-26 
August, 1988, but also indicated a strange "ghost 11 
or 11 transparent " possibility of the same event 
between 26 and 30 August, 1988.

2. (S/NF/SK) VIEWER TASKING: SOLO tasking consisted of the 

coordinates and instructions to: 1. Describe the area. 2. Describe 

the event. 

3. (S/NF/SK) COMMENTS: During a session break, the viewer reported 

back to the monitor perceptions of a '’moving structure (AOL-flying 
saucer, submarine) coming to rest underwater.” The monitor then 
provided the viewer with a world map and instructions to attempt to 
locate the area. The impression on p. 12 of the transcript is 
interesting because of its similarity — especially the use of the word 
’’transparent” — to that of Viewer 011 against the same target.
